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SPEECH 


BY VICE-PREMIER KIM IL AT THE OPEN-AIR RALLY IN 
PYONGYANG IN CELEBRATION OF THE 40TH ANNIVERSARY 
OF THE GREAT OCTOBER SOCIALIST REVOLUTION 


Comrades! 


Together with the working people through- 
out the world, today the Korean people are 
celebrating the fortieth anniversary of the 
Great October Socialist Revolution which 
ushered in a new era in the history of man- 
kind, 

Forty years ago, in 1917, the heroic Russian 
working class, under the leadership of the 
great Communist Party, overthrew the land- 
lord and capitalist power and established a 
state of proletarian dictatorship for the first 
time in the history of mankind. 

In the short period of forty years since then, 
great events have taken place in the world. 

Having become the masters of their land 
and taken the power in their own hands, the 
Russian working class and peasantry have 
during this period turned the Soviet Union 
into a powerful socialist country, the strong- 
est in the world. | 

Thanks to the correctness of the idea of the 
October, socialism has emerged from within 
the boundary of one country and become a 
world system. Now a mighty socialist camp 
has been established, embracing 26 per cent of 
the territory of the globe, 35 per cent of the 
population of the world, and occupying one- 
third of the industrial production in the world. 

Under the influence of the October Revolu- 
tion, the peoples in the colonial and dependent 
countries, who had been precluded for several 
centuries by the imperialists from the highway 
of the historic development of mankind, have 
antered the historic stage of establishing in- 
dependent sovereign states and winning na 
tional regeneration. 

Today the peoples in Asia and Africa, who 
have freed themselves from the shackles of 
imperialism, are coming out in the fight a- 
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gainst war and colonialism, and a zone of 
peace has been formed covering a vast area. 


The people over the world are marching 
on along the road of peace, national inde- 
pendence and socialism paved by the October, 
seeking their future happiness. 


True to the teachings of the great Lenin 
that socialism can triumph in one country, 
the Soviet people boldly explored singlehand- 
ed, in the imperialist encirclement, the untrod- 
den path and continued to march onward. 


While consolidating the success of the Octo- 
ber Revolution, the Soviet people launched 
socialist construction along the general line 
of the priority development of heavy industry 
laid down by the Communist Party of the Sov- 
iet Union; gross industrial output in the Sov- 
iet Union in 1957 is 33 times as much as in 
the pre-revolution year 1913, and the output 
of the means of production has increased 74 
times in this period. 


Due to the superior socialist system and 
the inexhaustible creative energy of the heroic 
Soviet people, the industry of the Soviet U- 
nion, which occupied 2 or 3 per cent of the 
world industry in 1917, has now increased 
to 20 per cent, holding first place in Europe. 


The policy of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union for agricultural collectivization 
made it possible to put an end to the backward 
small peasant economy and turn agriculture 
into a highly developed collective economy 
furnished with latest technical equipment. 

Demonstrating the might and vitality of the 
socialist system, the entire Soviet people have 
entered a new stage of development for the 
building of Communism under the vast pro- 
spective programmes outlined at the historic 
Twentieth Congress of the C.P.S.U. 


The Soviet people have scored great achie- 
vements not only in the field of economy, but 
also in developing and bringing to full eflores- 
cence socialist culture. 

Especially, the developed Soviet science 
and technology are now at the peak of world 
culture attained by mankind, and add to the 
might of the Soviet Union. 


The successful launching of the first man- 
made satellites in the Soviet Union has her- 
alded a new era in the conquest of the cosmos. 
And it also greatly inspires the people 
throughout the world who are striving for 
peace. 

That the great Soviet Union has attained 
such world-historic achievements in such a 
short space of time, less than half a century, 
is due to the fact that the Soviet people, who 
had overthrown the landlord and capitalist 
power and taken the Soviet power into their 
own hands, defended with credit their socialist 
homeland from imperialist aggressors and 
have displayed patriotic devotion and render- 
ed distinguished labour service in the building 
of socialism and Communism. 

It is also due to the fact that the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union, the vanguard and 
general staff of revolution, played to the full 
its leading and guiding role in the socialist 
revolution and socialist construction. 

Defending like the apple of the eye the unity 
and solidarity of the Party in adherence to 
Leninist principles, the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union has ensured the leading role 
of the Party in all fields of state life including 
the armed forces. 

While strengthening the Soviet power, the 
form of proletarian dictatorship, the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union repressed 
resistence of the overthrown classes and has 
developed in every way socialist democracy a- 
mong the masses of the people. 

Combating all shades of revisionism and 
doctrinairism, the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union has defended the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism and remained as ever true 
to proletarian internationalism.

World reactionaries with the American im- 
perialists as their ringleader are reluctant to 
see in proper perspective the world-historic 
changes brought about by the Great October 
Socialist Revolution and the present situation 
in which things have changed decisively in 
favour of socialism thanks to the tremendous 
achivements of the Soviet people. 

The imperialists who are doomed to collapse 
are running amuck to strangle the increas- 
ingly mounting labour and national liberation 
movements, and at the same time, are franti- 
cally pursuing an aim antagonistic to the 
great Soviet Union and the other socialist 
countries. 

Disregarding the demands of the people 
throughout the world for the unconditional 
prohibition of thermo-nuclear weapons and 
for the removal of foreign military bases 
from the territories of other countries, the 
U.S. imperialists are unilaterally holding to 
arms drive. And recently they are frantically 
scheming military adventures against the 
countries in the Near and Middle East, in- 
cluding Syria. 

The imperialists, however, should bear in 
mind the fact that today the countries of the 
socialist camp centering around the Soviet 
Union have moral and material forces strong 
enough to rebuff any imperialist aggression. 

It is quite clear that should the American 
imperialists wreck peace, the unanimous de- 
sire of the people all over the world, in disre- 
gard of the stern objective reality, they would 
be driven from the historical arena never to 
return as was the case with their predeces- 
SOrs.

The Great October Socialist Revolution 
blazed the path to liberation for the Korean 
people groaning under the yoke of the Ja- 
panese imperialists and inspired the Korean 
people in their national liberation struggle 
against the Japanese aggressors. 

Korea was liberated in 1945 by the great 
Soviet Army. Since liberation the Worker’s 
Party of Korea has been the leading and guid- 
ing force of the Korean people in carrying on 
the Korean revolution, the continuation of the 
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October Revolution, by creatively applying the 
principles of Marxism-Leninism, the victori- 
ous banner of the October Revolution, to the 
real conditions in Korea. 


The Workers’ Party of Korea set the task 
of establishing a powerful revolutionary base 
of democracy in the northern part of the Re- 
public; it set up and consolidated the people’s 
sovereign power, carried out democratic re- 
forms, rehabilitated and developed the nation- 
al economy and united all patriotic democratic 
forces. 

The life of the Korean people has testified 
graphically to the correctness of our Party’s 
line of creating and consolidating the revolu- 
tionary base of democracy.
